We aren’t yet a dictatorship. When the time comes; 
that a Federal agency can enjoy the privilege of being 
offended simply because some group or individual which i 
had fallen foul of its rulings tries to submit evidence of | 
these being unjust, or asks permission to submit an alter-j 
native or compromise arrangement — when that time 
comes, we might as well tear up the constitution, and start 
readying a crown and scepter for the first American king. 
When General Motors attempted to discuss the pros rh airman of tim committee 
and c o n s of the ESA ruling rolling its prices back to D e­ 
cember I, and offered to submit proof of the necessity of 
the higher rates, with rebates of tin* amounts involved if 
it could not prove its contentions, here is what newspapers 
quote a ESA spokesman as saying: 
“Who is dictating the price, control of our 
economy — General Motors or this agency? 
Now, unless the price program can l>e accepted by 
manufacturers and distributors and consumers as being; 
fair, impartial and completely just, it hasn t a chinaman s 
chance of working. 
Much has been said of the alleged fact that th** 
American people are not being cooperative with their] 
government — that they will have to be driven because 
they will not work together voluntarily. 
If the attitude of ESA as reflected in the above quo­ 
tation is the same as the attitude displayed by all other i 
government agencies dealing with the public, it takes only j 
a casual knowledge of American temperament to know 
that it won’t work. American’s aren’t built that way — 
and thank God for it! 
You can’t work out a so-called voluntary program, 
and then enforce it on the basis of saying to the public — 
“you go and do voluntarily just what I tell you, and be 
quick about it!’’ 
What is seriously unfortunate is that if the present 
“soft” price control program breaks down, as it quickly 
will under such enforcement methods, then this will In- 
interpreted as justification for the* imposition of tight price 
controls, along with priorities, rationing, and all the other 
familiar nuisances of the late unlamented OPA. 
Maybe that’s the idea of those who start wielding the 
government’s price powers with such a heavy hand! 
At any rate, if President Truman is sincere in his 'J 
much repeated statement that he doesn’t want to get into J 
compulsory enforcement, then hr would be wise to call 15 
this unnamed ESA ’spokesman” off to one side and sug­ 
gest a less antagonistic and more friendly approach to the 
problem.
